Harvard university failed by $30,- 
743 to pay running expenses for 1904- 
1905. 
Its deficit 
for the 
previous 
year was $35,000. 
The deficit was 
incurred last year despite an Increase 
in available fun Is of $1,2S0,272, mak­ 
ing a total cf $18,030,025. 
Harvard bas 
faced a deficit for 
three years, but each year it has fallen 
a w ay about $5,000. 
The deficit 
is 
met from a permanent fund known as 
the insurance and guarantee fund, but 
one more deficit of $50,000 w ill wipe 
that fund out. 
The teachers’ endowment fund of 
$2,400,000. which the graduates have 
undertaken 
to raise, and 
of which 
$736,225.28 has been paid, an I the in­ 
crease of tuition and charges for ex­ 
tra courses, are expected to reduce 
the deficit. 
The law school was the 
best paying of all the departments of 
the university last year, clearing $41, 
351.—New York Herald.

Chicago, III, Feb. 7.— A spec- 


ial to the Record Herald from 
Washington says: 


On the eve before the battle in 


the Senate for statehood for the 
four territories the opposing 
force-- seem to be of almost equal 
strength and no man can tell 
where the victory will lie. Vic- 
tory may be delayed for a few 
days, but when it comos it will 
surpass in interest, in vigor and 
in bitterness all other contests of 
the session. There are "insur- 
gents" in the senate as there 
were "insurgents" in the House, 
the difference being that the re- 
bellious ones of the senate, re- 
gardless of possible political con- 
sequences, seem determined to 
abide by their rebellion. 


The leaders of both forces are 


confident of victory- In all hu- 
man probability there will be 
practically a solid democratic 
vote against the statehood bill in 
the form in which it has been in- 
troduced, only one Senator of the 
party having left the ranks on the 
measure. Curiously enough the 
democrats and the insurgent re- 
publicans probably will be led 
from the first skirmish to the day 
of defeat or victory by the stal 


wart republican, Joseph Foralier, 
of Ohio.

•OMI TALES OF OOLO HUNTlHt 


Extraction of Metel More Difficult 


Than its Finding. 


The difficulty of the «oW hunter 


In Alaska is not ao much the finding 
of gold deposits, as In the extraction 
of the gold when found, the chief ob- 
stacle being the perpetually froien 
ground encountered 
by the placer 


miner, says the Philadelphia Record. 


According to the report issued by 


the United States geological survey, 
It is common practice to use steam 
to thaw out the froaen ground in drift 
work. 
This Is accomplished by means of 


hollow stoel "points," from five to ten 
feet long, which are set up on tho 
ground and steam or hot water turned 
on. These points are gradually driv- 
en Into the soil a distance of four o- 
five feet, in some caaea more, and ar»i 
usually operated 
in batteries 
on 


about three-foot centers. 


During the night shift, men are en- 


gaged In thawing sufficient gravel for 
the men to work during the day. The 
points are driven In with a mallet, as 
the soil is gradually thawed and are 
left in the bank from ten to fourteen 
hours. Each point 
thaws 
a block 


about thirty-six Inches In diameter, 
that is about eighteen inches on all 
sides. It requires a little more than one 
boiler horse power to supply steam 
for a single point. Wood is used ex- 
clusively for fuel, notwithstanding i» 
coata $12 a cord. 


Mistake In the BUI. 


A gentleman who recently returned 


from a tour In Spain tells this, story: 
He left Seville on foot, after a stay 
of a week, and was twenty miles away 
T hen he was overtaken by the land 
lord of the hotel where he had stopped. 
The Innkeeper rode alongside of his 
guest for nearly an hour before he 
found courage to make known his 
business.

the two cords. >ou may then loose 
them, and make it appear manifest 
to the beholders that the buttons are 
put upon two cards without fraud, 
then you must seem to add a more 
effectual binding of those buttons to 
the strings, and make one half of a 
knot with one of the ends of each 
side, which Is for no other purpose, 
but when the buttons are taken away 
the cords may be seen In the case, 
which the beholdeis suppose to have 
been in before, for then you have 
made your half knots, which you may 
now double to make a perfect knot; 
you must deliver these two cords into 
the hands of some bystander, and 
then begin to pull off the buttons, 
and in the end cause him to pull his 
two ends.

•OMI TALES OF OOLO HUNTlHt 


Extraction of Metsl More Difficult 


Than its Finding. 


The difficulty of the gold hunter 


in Alaska is not so much the finding 
of gold deposits, as In the extraction 
of the gold when found, the chief ob- 
stacle being the perpetually froien 
ground encountered 
by the placer 


miner, says the Philadelphia Record. 


According to the report Issued by 


the United States geological survey, 
It Is common practice to use steam 
to thaw out the froaen ground in drift 
work. 
This Is accomplished by means of 


hollow stoel "points," from five to ten 
feet long, which are set up on tho 
ground and steam or hot water turned 
on. These points are gradually driv- 
en into the soil a distance of four o- 
five feet, in some caaea more, and ar»i 
usually operated 
in batteries 
on 


about three-foot centers. 


During the night shift, men are en- 


gaged In thawing sufficient gravel for 
the men to work during the day. The 
points are driven In with a mallet, as 
the soil is gradually thawed and are 
left in the bank from ten to fourteen 
hours. 
Each point 
thaws 
a block 


about thirty-six inches in diameter, 
that is about eighteen inches on all 
sides. It requires a little more than one 
boiler horse power to supply steam 
for a single point. Wood is used ex- 
clusively for fuel, notwithstanding i» 
coats 112 a cord.

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THE RIGHT OF A SEVERANCE. 


"If Oklahoma and Indian Territory fail to.achieve statehood at 


this session ot congress, the blame will rest to a large extent upon 
the managers of the movement in those territories," asserts the 
Kansas City Journal. "They have unnecessarily jeopardized the 
success of the movement by casting their fortunes with those of 
Speaker Cannon and the forces which have declared that Arizona 
and New Mexico 
be dragooned into joint statehood, and that 
___ 
unless this is done none of the territories shall be admitted into the 
Union.' ' 


The Journal then emphasizes the gross incongruity ami injus- 


tice of thus tying together the destinies of the two pairs of territor- 
ies.. It "points to the natrow margin by which the omnibus bill pass- 
ed the house and confidently predicts the administration stick will 
not succeed in driving the «enate into line. The editorial closes 
•with an exhortion to the people of Oklahoma aud Indian Territory to 
take heroic ami anticipatory action- 


•"In this "etftergeucy the people of Oklahoma and Indian Terri- 


tory may yet 
'pluck the flower safely from the nettle danger' if 


they act with boftfnesj, and promptness. They should apply for a 
severance .'as litigants w.ho have a good cause do in a court of jus- 
tice when they »re> joined with others whose cause is doubtful. 
'Courts almost inevitably grant such applications and the same prin- 
ciple of justice should prevail in congress. It should be impressed 
upon the friends of, Oklahoma and Indian Territory in the house and 
senate that the present method of dealing with the statehood ques- 
tion is unjust to the** territories. Their right to admission being 
conceded by everybody, it is unfair to make the event dependent 
•upon some other issue »n which these people are not concerned and 
for which they cannot be held responsible- President Roosevelt 
•should be called ou to redeem his promise, made last spring in Okla- 
homa, that he would do everything in his power to secure statehood 
for Oklahoma. 


"It will not do to wait until the bill is beaten in its present 


form. The wise plan is not to risk defeat in any form. Delay even 
is dangerous in view of the rush of other legislation in the closing 
days of congress. This calls for good generalship and bold, prompt 
action."
